co ntingencies and pro fits that the actual value 
o f the wo rk is $165,000.

constructed. This change greatly reduced the 
total cost.

pilasters of cutstone for which unsightly ex­ 
tensions were used. 
The wood work do. s 
not corro*|K>nd with the specifications; is not 
entirely of quartered oak. 
The specifications 
require fiat panels of quartered oak, properly 
glued up, or vaulted papier mache, as may 
fie directed by the Superintendent. 
The 
^aiiltc i form t s Cjnstructed, is Wholly un 
suited to wood, hut is perfectly proper in pa­ 
pier mache, and cost per panel more than 
fiat, plain quartered oak. 
A proper decora­ 
tive treatment of these vaulted papier macho 
panels should have been adopted instead of 
the present imitation of oak. 
The specifica­ 
tions permit use of papier mache in the pan­ 
els of the ceiling only. 
W herever else it has 
been used it is not proper, and it should he 
replaced with quartered and covered oak hv 
the contractor. 
The statements upon which 
payments were made, 
furnished 
by Su­ 
perintendent Andrews, 
are excessive 
in 
qualities and prices. 
Tlic monthly state­ 
ments certified to by Superintendent An­ 
drews are $288.828, and the total amount is 
$270,150. 
Of the 20 per cent, tn be retained 
front Contractor Snaitli until his work was ac­ 
cepted, only $39,086 has been retained in­ 
stead of $54,030. 
He has received to date 
$14,914 more than entitled to. 
The experts, 
iu reply to questions, said that a carved oak 
ceiling would have cost $60,090 or $70,000 
more than the present ceiling.

EDGERTON TO CLEVELAND. 


Ex-Civil Service Commissioner Edgerton, 
wbo was removed from office by Mr. Cleve 
land a few day s ago to make room for Hugh 
8. Thompson of Georgia, who is not goinglo 
be confirmed by the Senate, lias written an 
open letter to the President in criticism of 
bis action. 
This letter was promised imme 
diately after the removal, and has been looked 
for with a good deal of interest. 
Mr. Edgtr 
ton talks to his late chief in a manner that 
would be thought saucy and impudent to the 
point of danger if said chief were in a posi­ 
tion to inflict further punishment. 
It is be 
cause Cleveland has got to go. quite as much 
as because Edgortou has already gone, that 
the latter sounds the war whoop of defiance. 
Edgerton begins by complaining of the 
manner of his removal, which was ruadt 
without a word of disapproval of his course 
until the day before it took place. 
He 
thinks that if he is unfit for the office the 
President should have known it long ago. 
lie hints that there were political reasons for 
deferring the action till after the election; 
the President was willing to play false with 
the Mugwumps in order to win with the 
Democrats. 
But after defeat the President 
aspired again to become the candidate of the 
Mugwumps, and finding a man on his hands 
who was objectionable to their civil service 
reform theories, be removed him and substi­ 
tuted Mr. Thompson because he believed the 
latter to be a good enough Mugwump for the 
occasion. 
Mr. Edgerton then proceeds to an 
analy sis of Mr. Cleveland’s character. 
He 
describes him as a very positive man—alway s 
positively right or positively wrong, and 
therefore an unsafe man to trust. 
He had 
kept some men ot like character around him, 
who were positive only in their malice and 
conceit. 
“ They flatter y ou, and have the 
conceit that would magnify themselves and 
the malignity that would detract from oth­ 
ers.” 
In this description Mr. Edgerton refers 
to the Mugwumps. 
The likeness is remark­ 
ably correct. 
Then Mr. Cleveland is told 
that he was credulous to believe that he had 
been elected by the Mugwumps, and had 
therefore permitted them to malign his real 
friends and to flatter him into a policy which 
J ed to his defeat. 
He had never permitted his 
real friends to admonish him with freedom 
and confidence, and as a consequence had 
suffered for the tvant of real friends until his 
“ wrecked and ruined greatness ” had discc v* 
ered “ that there is no true success in life 
without the power and blessing of friend 
ship." 
The sting of the letter appears in the 
following paragraph:

have been obtained by fraud. 
At a subse­ 
quent election to fill the vacancy in the pres­ 
ent Congress caused by the resignation of 
Gov. Hovey , the two candidates ran against 
each other, Parrott agreeing to accept the result 
as determining Posey ’s claim, and to surren­ 
der his certificate to the fifty-first Congress if 
he was defeated. 
Posey was elected by 1,300 
majority , but Parrott now declines to fulfill 
his agreement. 
There are also contests in 
Florida, Arkansas, Mississippi, South Caro­ 
lina, North Carolina and Maryland which 
will probably be decided in favor of the Re­ 
publican claimants. 
If the Republicans find 
themselves without an effective working ma­ 
jority at the opening of CoDgress, they wilj 
have ample justification for making one.

The point of this is that the polit­ 
ical doctrinaires who told the laborers last fall how 
the tariff kept up his wages were ly ing to him.—

The Reco rd will please take notice that 
there is y et a Democratic administration in 
power at Washington. 
It will take notice 
that the Bourbons in Congress, though con­ 
quered, are not subdued. 
They do not ac­ 
cept the lesson of their defeat, but stand in 
the way of any legislation that is necessary 
for the improvement of wages.

THE MAJORITY IN THE HOUSE. 


The Almanacs issued by the New York 
Tribune, New York 
World and’ Albany 
Journal make the parly forces in the House 
168 Republican and 159 Democratic. 
The 
Almauacs of the Albany Argus, Brooklyn 
Eagle and Philadelphia Time» make the 
forces 165 and 100 respectively. 
It should 
be stated that the three Almanacs in the lat­ 
ter list were published earlier than those 
which make the Republican majority 7. 
.T h e lists of the first three correspond ex­ 
actly, and they accord to W est Virginia two 
Republican and two Democratic members. 
In the Brooklyn Eagle and Philadelphia 
Time» Almanacs three Democrats and one 
Republican are placed in the W est Virginia 
list, while the Albany Argu» Almanac gives 
two Republicans to that stale, and makes a 
mistake in the count which it corrects in the 
“ Recapitulation by States.” 
There is, however, a question as to the ac­ 
tual majority when the House meets for or­ 
ganization. 
The two West Virginia Repub­ 
licans have not yet received their certificates 
from the Governor, and the Clerk of the old 
House may not put their names on the roll. 
This would reduce the majority to five, and 
If the Clerk should proceed still farther and 
place the defeated Democratic candidates on 
the roll instead, the majority would be 
brought down to three.

A BOURBON CROAK. 


Ex-Civil ¡Service Commissioner Edgerton, 
who was removed from office by Mr. Cleve­ 
land a few days ago to make room for Hugh 
8. Thompson of Georgia, who is not going to 
be confirmed by tlie Senate, has written an 
open letter to the President in criticism of 
his action. 
This letter was promised imme' 
dintely after the removal, and lias been looked 
for with a good deal of interest. 
Mr. Edger­ 
ton talks to his late chief in a manner that 
would be thought saucy and impudent to the 
point of danger if said chief were in a posi­ 
tion to inflict further punishment. 
It is be 
cause Clevelund lias got to go, quite as much 
as because Edgertou has already gone, that 
the latter sounds the war-whoop of defiance. 
Edgerton begins by complaiuiug ot tlie 
manner of his removal, which was madi 
without a word of disapproval of his course 
until the day before it took place. 
He 
thinks that if he is unfit for the office the 
President should have known it long ago. 
He hints that there were political reasons for 
deferring the action till after the election; 
the President was willing to play false with 
the Mugwumps in order to win with the 
Democrats. 
But after defeat the President 
aspired again to become the candidate of the 
Mugwumps, and finding a man on his hands 
who was objectionable to their civil service 
reform theories, he removed him aud substi­ 
tuted Mr. Thompson because he believed the 
latter to be a good enough Mugwump for tlie 
occasion. 
Mr. Edgerton then proceeds to an 
analysis of Mr. Cleveland’s character. 
He 
describes him as a very positive man—always 
positively right or positively wrong, and 
therefore an unsafe man to trust. 
He had 
kept some men of like character around him, 
who were positive only in their malice and 
conceit. 
“ They flatter you, and have the 
conceit that would magnify themselves aud 
the malignity that would detract from oth­ 
ers.” 
In this description Mr. Edgerton refers 
to the Mugwumps. 
The likeness is rem ark­ 
ably correct. 
Then Mr. Cleveland is told 
that he was credulous to believe that he had 
been elected by the Mugwumps, and had 
therefore permitted them to malign his real 
friends and to flatter him into a policy which 
led to his defeat. 
He had never permitted his 
real friends to admonish him with freedom 
and confidence, and as a consequence had 
suffered for the want of real friends until his 
“ wrecked aud ruined greatness ” had discc v 
ered “ that there is no true success in life 
without the power and blessing of friend­ 
ship.” 
The stiug of the letter appears in the 
following paragraph: 


You will be censured and condemned because you 
pu l no trust in your own party, but believed yourself 
to be better than your own and greater than all p ar­ 
ties. You have ascertained th a t the many were not 
m ade for the one. If you can find as many reasons 
for removing me as the Democratic party, through 
an indifference which was Bimply retaliatory, bad 
for removing you, I shall be quite willing to lemain 
with you in the gloom of defeat. 
Afler some remarks upon the impossibility 
of m aking such a radical change at a jump 
as the civil service law proposed, Mr. Edger­ 
ton makes another “ personal” allusion as 
follows: 
I cannot, like you. make a prayer for relief to the 
public such as the article seems lo be in the Balti­ 
m ore S u n of the 11th inst. This is the first time in 
the history of the governm ent that an outgoing 
President has f mnd it necessary to advertise through 
the newspapers his particular work during his term 
of office, and his claims upon his party and the coun­ 
try for approval. Between the lines can be read the 
special plea for re-election. 
Mr. Edgerton’s conclusion is that Mr. 
Clcvelaud is preparing to come forward for 
the Presidency again, as the candidate of tlie 
Mugwumps. 
But he gives so many reasons 
why the President hus forfeited Democratic 
confidence that tlie latter is likely to fa.l into 
a meditative mood over the letter, and possi­ 
bly to recall the fate of VanBuren as the can. 
didato of the Barnburners and of Fillmore as 
the candidate of tlie Know Nothings. 


How is it thnt. all changes of wages noted in the 
public prints nowadays are downward f Reductions 
acre, cuts there, and lower schedules somewhere 
else—such is the course of the w orkingm un’s wage 
from day to day. The point of this is th a t the polit­ 
ical doctrinaires who told the laborers last fall how 
the tariff kept up his wages were lying to him.- 
P n ila ilelvh ia Record. 
The Record will please lake notice that 
there is yet a Democratic administration in 
power at Washington. 
It will take notice 
that tlie Bourbons in Congress, though con 
quered, are not subdued. 
They do not ac 
cept the lesson of their defeat, but stand in 
the way of any legislation that is necessary 
for the improvement of wage3. 
Tlie Repub­ 
lican majority in the coming Congress is so 
close thnt business men are not confident of 
the ability of the successful party to carry 
beneficial measures against the fillibustering 
tactics of the Bourbons.

THE BOURBON OBSTRUCTIONSTS. 


S o u th e rn D ogs in th e C o n g re ssio n a l M an g er 
—F re e T ra d e o r N o th in g . 
[From the New-York Sun.l 
The acts of the little knot of Democratic 
statesmen and educators, whose leadership 
was discredited by the November calamity, 
will be watched with iutensc interest by the 
Democratic party and the country duriug the 
next ten days. 
We do not mean Mr, Cleveland. 
He is out 
of tlie game. 
He has already emitted his 
farewell, his swan song, his ultimate whine 
over the singular delusion that he retires 
from office misunderstood, misrepresented 
and unappreciated. 
We refer to Mr. Mills 
of Texas and those of his lieutenants, such 
as Mr. McMilliu and the two Breckinridge?, 
who have apparently determined to oppose 
and thwart if possible any measure of surplus 
reduction which does not make for free trade. 
They are soured by defeat, piqued in per 
sonal vanity, and rendered obstinate aud 
troublesome. The ballots were hardly counted 
before they began to deny responsibility for 
the disaster, and to announce a programme 
which contemplated an indefinite continua­ 
tion of the same policy under the same man­ 
agement. 
Their pretensions were distinctly 
repudiated on January 14, when the House 
of Representatives, by a vote of 129 to 91, 
sent tlie Cowles Internal Revenue reduc­ 
tion bill to Mr. Randall’s committee, in 
order

Mills’s 
committee, that it might be pocketed. It was 
a vote of no confidence in Mills. 
It made 
his ears tingle. 
Next he heard a great ma­ 
jority of the influential Democratic news­ 
papers of the country, including such stanch 
tariff revisionists as the Philadelphia Record 
and the Qalocnton New», applauding the new 
movement to cut down the internal revenue, 
and demanding thnt the Cowles bill he re- 
Sorted and passed. 
The call from North, 
outh, East and West sounded to Mr. Roger 
Q. Mills of Texas like a court martial’s 
sentence. 
That Mr. Mills and his faction have re­ 
solved to do their utmost to block the sole 
measure of surplus reduction that can pos­ 
sibly be passed by the Congress which Mr. 
Cleveland summoned to a work of patriot­ 
ism, not of partisanship, is now only too 
clearly apparent. 
They have taken the atti­ 
tude of the dog in the manger. ’ They will 
consent to no reduction of the taxes which 
departs from the Cleveland-Mills programme 
of a year ago. 
We write before the result of 
last night’s caucus is known, but their inten­ 
tion is already manifest. 
It was shown on 
Friday, when Mr. Mills himself interposed 
the obstacle which threw the Cowles bill and 
the favorable report of the Committee on Ap­ 
propriations behind the two hum bug and 
hopeless measures that came through Mr. 
McMiilin and Mr. Breckinridge of Kentucky 
from the Committee on W ays and Means. 
With the consent of Mr.'Mills and his fac­ 
tion the Cowles bill, cutting down the an­ 
nual surplus by nearly $31,000,000, could 
pass tbe House before the week is over, and 
could In all probability become a law before 
the Democracy goes into the exile to which 
the foliy of Mills’s leadership has condemned 
it. 
As a faction of obstruction, their only 
power is derived from the advantages of a 
B 
isition in which they were placed by the 
emocralic party, for the good of the Demo­ 
cratic party, and not for the vindication of 
personal pride or the exercise of political 
spite. 
The course of these gentlemen, we 
say, will be watched with deep interest from 
now until noon on Monday after next.

THE SEVENTEEN POINTS. 
First—That on or about the twenty-ninth 
day of June, 1868, more than 12 freeholders, 
hYsideuts of the town of Roscndalc, in the 
County of Ulster, said town being situated 
along the route of ilie Wallkill Vulley Rail­ 
road duly applied in writing to Hon. Augus­ 
tus Schoonmaker, Jr., than County Judge of 
the County of Ulster, for the appointment of 
three freeholders, residents of said town of 
Rosendale as and to be Commissioners for 
said town to carry into effect the purposes 
and provisions of Chapter 880 of I he laws of 
I860, entitled ‘‘An Act to authorize certain 
towns in the counties of Ulster aud Orange 
to issue bonds aud take stock in the Wallkill 
Valley Railroad, aud Chapter 311 of the laws 
of 1868, entitled ‘‘An Act to ameud an act 
incorporating the Wallkill Valley Railroad 
Company, by authorizing said corporation to 
extend ils road to Kingston, Ulster County, 
and to authorize certain towns in Ulster 
County to issue bonds to aid in the construc­ 
tion of said road.” 
Second—On the twenty-ninth day of June, 
1808, by an instrument in writing, under bis 
band and seal, said County Judge appointed 
Silas Snyder, Simon Schoonmaker and Simon 
P. Kcator, all freeholders and residents of 
said town of Rosendale, to be said Commis­ 
sioners. 
Said application and appointment 
were filed with the Clerk of Ulster County

Third—That the consents required by the 
third section of the aforesaid Chapter 311 of 
the Laws of lo68 having been obtained and 
proved, and acknowledged rtfitl tiled and re­ 
corde d in the Clerk’s oincc of Ulster County 
as required by said sectiou, said Commission­ 
ers proceeded to and did subscribe, in the cor- 
porftle name of said town of Rosendale, to 
the capital stock of the Wallkill Valley Rail­ 
road Company to the amount of $92,800, 
which sum did not exceed 20 per cent, of the 
assessed valuation of the real and personal 
property of such town as appearing from the 
last assessment roll of said town of Rosendale, 
being the assessment roll for the year 1867. 
Said Commissioners received said stock so 
subscribed for as aforesaid and proceeded to 
and did make and issue bonds of said town 
of Rosendale, under their hands and seals, 
on the faith and credit of said town of Ros­ 
endale, to said Wallkill Valley Railroad Com­ 
pany, in the sum of $92,800 as and for pay­ 
ment of said stock so subscribed for and re­ 
ceived by said Commissioners as aforesaid. 
Said bonds were in different sums and in the 
manner aud form required bv said Chapter 
311 of the Laws of 1838, and to draw interest 
at the rate of seven per cent, per annum,

goods and chattels employed in and about the

Sixteenth—That the defendant, John Der- 
renbacher, as County Treasurer of Ulster 
County, by the direction and order of the 
said Board of Supervisors of the County of 
Ulster applied the said tax so paid by the 
said Wallkill Valley Railroad in the said 
town ot Rosendale in the year 1887 in pay­ 
ment and discharge of the regular and ordi­ 
nary charges the same being legal charges 
against and upon the annual tax levy of the 
said town of Rosendale aud the County of 
Ulster. 
The said William Thomas VanTas- 
sel as such Supervisor of the town of Rosen­ 
dale as aforesaid assenting thereto and con- 
currring therein in the manner and to the ex­ 
tent aforesaid. 
That at the time notice was 
given to the County Treasurer of the claim 
made by the town of Rosendale by the de­ 
mand mentioned in the Thirteenth statement 
of fact the County Treasurer had, and ever 
since lias had moneys in his hands, the funds 
of the County of Ulster sufficient to cover 
the amount of taxes levied and collected of 
said Wallkill Valley Railroad in the year 1887 
[other than road and school taxes]. 
But 
he has had no moneys in his hands that have 
not been appropriated to other purposes than 
the setting aside of the tax paid by the said 
railroad in that year, as stated in the last pre­ 
ceding statement of fact. 
Said Derrcnbacher 
has made no attempt to comply with the pro­ 
visions of Chapter 907 of the laws of 1869, 
for the reason that all moneys that have come 
into his hands as such County Treasurer had 
been otherwise appropriated, as in the last 
preceding statement of fact set forth.

specified in the third findiug of fact herein 
the amount of tax paid in each year by the 
said railroad under and by whatever name 
and by whatever designation incorporated, 
maintained, operated and conducted, was bv 
the said Board of Supervisors appropriated 
and devoted to the payment and discharge of 
the regular and ordinary charges [the same 
being legal charges] against and upon the 
annual tax levy of the said town of Rosen­ 
dale and the County of Ulster and no other 
or special levy, assessment or tax was levied, 
assessed or raised to replace or supply the 
amouut of the tax so paid hv the said rail­ 
road during those years, and thus otherwise 
appropriated and devoted as hereinbefore 
stated. 
That during each and every of such 
years the Supervisor of the town of Rosen­ 
dale attended the said several and successive

three freeboldeis, residents of said town of 
Rosendale as and to lie Commissioners for 
said town to carry into effect the purposes 
and provisions of Chapter 880 of the laws of 
1866, entitled “An Act to authorize certain 
towns in the counties of Ulster aud Orange 
to issue bonds and take stock in the Wallkill 
Valley Railroad, aud Chapter 311 of the laws 
of 1868, entitled “An Act to amend an act 
incorporating the Wallkill Valley Railroad 
Company, by authorizing said corporation to 
extend its road to Kingston, Ulster County, 
and to authorize certain towns in Ulster 
County to issue bonds to aid in the construc­ 
tion of said road.”

Sixteenth—That the defendant, John Der- 
renhacher, as County Treasurer of Ulster 
County, by the direction and order of the 
said Board of Supervisors of the County of 
Uister applied the said tax so paid by the 
said Wallkill Valley Railroad m the said 
town ot Rosendale in the year 1887 in pay­ 
ment and discharge of the regular and ordi­ 
nary charges the same being legal charges 
against and upon the aunual tax levy of the 
said town of Rosendale aud the County o.* 
Ulster. The said William Thomas VnnTas- 
sel us such Supervisor of the town of Roscn- 
dule as aforesaid assentiug thereto and eon- 
currring therein in the manner and to the ex­ 
tent aforesaid. That at the time uotice was 
given to the County Treasurer of the claim 
made by the town of Rosendale by the de­ 
mand mentioned in the Thirteenth statement 
of fact the County Treasurer had, and ever 
since has had moneys in his hands, the funds 
of the County of Ulster sufficient to cover 
tlie amount of taxes levied aud eollected of 
said Wallkill Valley Railroad in the year 1887 
"other than road and school taxes]. 
But 
he has had no moneys iu his hands that have 
not been appropriated to other purposes than 
the setting aside of the tax paid by the suid 
railroad in that year, as stated in the last pre­ 
ceding statement of fact. Said Derrenbacher 
has made no attempt to comply with Ihe pro­ 
visions of Chapter 907 of the laws of 1869, 
for the reason that all moneys that have come 
into his hands as such County Treasurer had 
been otherwise appropriated, as in tho last 
preceding statement of fact set forth. 
Seveuteen—That at each of the several 
separate and successive regular annual 
sessions of the Board of Supervisors of the 
County of Ulster, since the issue of the bonds 
specified in the third finding of fact herein 
the amount of tax paid in each year by the 
said railroad under and by whatever name 
and by whatever designation incorporated, 
maintained, operated and conducted, was by 
the said Board of Supervisors appropriated 
and devoted to the payment and discharge of 
the regular and ordinary charges [the same 
being legal charges] against and upon the 
annual tax levy of the said town of Rosen­ 
dale and the County of Ulster and no other 
or special levy, assessment or tax was levied, 
assessed or raised to replace or supply the 
amouut of the tax so paid by tha said rail­ 
road during those years, and thus otherwise 
appropriated and devoted as hereinbefore 
stated. That during each and every of such 
years the Supervisor of the town of Rosen­ 
dale attended the said several and successive 
sessions of the said Board of Supervisors as 
Supervisor of the said town of Rosendale 
and voted for the adoption of the several re­ 
ports of the several committees of the said 
Boards which made such appropriations and 
signed the tax rolls containing the warrants 
to the collectors of the said town directing 
the said collectors to dispose of such moneys 
iu accordance with such appropriations.

A m eeting to further the cause of tem per­ 
ance reform was held in the Albany -Avenuc 
Baptist Church, last evening, under the aus­ 
pices of the members of the 
Kingston Wo­ 
men's Christian Temperance Union. 


LINES CLEARLY DRAWN. 
Mrs. F. B. Douglass, the principal speaker, 
said in pari : ‘‘Temperance people feel great­ 
ly encouraged with the progress that is being 
made in this work. 
There is a marvelous 
awakening upon this subject. 
The time is 
coming when nil must take sides. 
The Hues 
will be clearly drawn. 
I can remember when 
people stood neutral on the slavery question. 
It was before they were awakened to the 
.great evil. 
W hen it was found that slavery 
was bad, and it must be put down or it 
would put down the Union, men woke up. 
N eutrality tiecaroe a bottomless boat and 
sunk. 
O ur fathers and brothers not only 
took sides, but took marching orders.” 


WORK IN BY GONE DAYS. 
Later on, in speaking of the early temper­ 
ance movement, Mrs. Douglass said: “ At 
first the pledge only prohibited a person from 
using a tew intox icants, and those for only a 
tim e. 
W hen the time was up a man could 
get intox icated again. 
Now we take pledges 
for all lime. 
Every one is urged to take a 
stand upon the question. 
If y ou cannot do 
active work, at least show which side y ou are 
on. 
Some women say they haven't time to 
join tem perance societies. 
You wouldn’t say 
y ou hadn't time to join the church ? ” 


TH E PO W E R OF EXAMPLE. 
In illustrating the power of ex ample, the 
speaker said: ‘‘I live at a summer resort. 
I 
find people who, no doubt, are good people 
w hctrat home, when they come to spend the 
summer they do not seem even to know the 
day of the week, for they ’ go boalingon Sud 
day . 
Our people, members of churches, 
who are in the business, say if they do not 
take them out on ¡Sunday they ' will not pat­ 
ronize them on a week (lay . 
It will injure 
their business. 
See what ex ample does ?" 


“ INCONSISTENCY OF M EN.” 
The Inconsistency of men was referred to 
in these words: “ Men are all right when they 
are in our circle, but w hen they join others 
they deem a non-committal policy best. 
If 
politicians, tem perance may not be quite 
popular enough to elect them. 
If they are 
merchants, they want to retain the custom of 
those opposed to tem perance. 
Some men re­ 
mind me of P addy ’s flea,’ y ou never know 
where to find them .”

T H E QUESTION OF MONEY. 
The money phase of the question was nex t 
alluded to: “ One strong reason why the tem ­ 
perance question is beginning to awaken pub­ 
lic sentiment is the burning money question. 
There is nothing that will stir people so much 
as Jo think they are losing money . 
We arc 
losiug $900,000,000 
annually 
spent 
for 
drink 
in 
this 
country . 
Do 
y ou 
know 
how m uch 
that 
is ? 
Try 
to 
count 
it in dollar 
bills and it will take 
y ou 180 y ears, w orking eight hours a day to 
count this m oney wasted in drink. 
It would 
support families enough to make 2,000 cities 
as large as Chicago. 
People talk in favor 
of the revenue raised from drink. 
You get 
$100,000,000 in revenue, but $900,000,000 are 
ex pended and that does not cover the ex ­ 
pense of jails, alms-houses, nor does it count 
the misery , loss of character and ruin to busi­ 
ness.” 


TH E REV. P R . MAGEE 8 V IEW S. 
T be Rev. Dr. Magee said he was in accord 
w ith Mr, Lamont's plan. 
In part Dr. Magee 
said; “ I scarcely feel as if I had a right to 
speak on account of non-attendance at pre­ 
vious meetings.

TH E W ORK OF T H E ALLIANCE. 
The Rev. O. H aviland opened the meeting 
with pray er. 
T he President of the Alliance, 
the Rev. A. K. Fuller, briefly stated the ob­ 
ject of the m eeting. 
In part he said: “ As 
an Alliance we have been practically at work 
five 
m onths 
and 
made 
five 
more 
or 
less 
thorough 
visitations. There 
are 
five 
districts 
that 
have 
not 
been canvassed,which means that about l.TKYO 
families have not been visited. 
The result of 
the five visitations made has been satisfactory . 
Some of the Supervisors have done their 
work well. 
Am ong the results attained is 
that the attention of Pastors has been called 
to 90 families, and 30 families who have re­ 
cently moved here have lieen called on. 
In 
addition to this, 30 children have been gath­ 
ered into the Sunday School, 28 of whom are 
reported as regularly 
attending 
church. 
Twenty -two of these have followed a Chris­ 
tian life since the first visitation. 
In addition 
to these results we m ust look forward to 
grander results still. 
The work has been of 
incalculable good to the mem tiers of mv 
church. 
I know the pray er meetings have 
been more largely atten'ded. 
It has been 
proven that the Alliance is a practical method 
of doing a practical work, a work that 
could not have been done bad the churches 
worked separately . 
It has been demonstrated 
that there are enough Christian workers in 
this City to practically cover all workable 
territory , particularly in Rondout. 
I am not 
so well acquainted w ith Kingston, but have 
no hesitation iu say ing that the same can be 
done there. We m ust make use of the knowl­ 
edge we have acquired during the past five 
months. 
But it seems to m e’that we could 
not do belter than rc luce the size of the ter­ 
ritory . 
Use w hat m aterial we have at hand 
and cover the ground thoroughly , aud as the 
people become intf rested in the work and the 
Alliance grows in strength, take up these out­ 
side fields and work them. 
We are here to 
devise some m ethod to do this work. I favor 
letting each Supervisor divide his district 
into 
fields 
corresponding 
with 
tbe 
material lie has at 
hand. 
It is better to 
cultivate a small territory and raise a large 
crop than scratch over a large territory and 
meet with indifferent success. 
There is no 
question that inside of five y ears we will he 
able to cover the whole City so that every 
Pro testant fam ily will be under wholesome 
Christian influence ” 


INTERCHANGING IDEAS.

Rev . T. Lamo nt said that he did no t relish 
the idea o f abando ning any part o f the 
field,

A meeting to further the cause of temper­ 
ance reform was held in the Albany-Avcnue 
Baptist Church, last evening, under the aus­ 
pices of the members of the Kingston Wo­ 
men's Christian Temperance Union. 
LINES CLEARLY DRAWN. 
Mrs. P. B. Douglass, the principal speaker, 
said in part : “ Temperance people feel great­ 
ly encouraged with the progress that is being 
made in this work. 
There is a marvelous 
awakening upon this subject. 
The time is 
comiog when all must take sides. 
The hues 
will be clearly drawn. 
1 can remember when 
people stood neutral on the slavery question. 
It was before they were awakened to the 
great evil. 
When it was found that slavery 
was bad, and it must be put down or it 
would put down the Union, men woke up. 
Neutrality tweame a bottomless boat and 
*unk. 
Our fathers and brothers not only 
took sides, but took marching orders.” 
WORK IN BY-GONE DAYS. 
Later on, in speaking of the early temper­ 
ance movement, Mrs. Douglass said: “ At 
first the pledge only prohibited a person from 
using a tew intoxicants, and those for only a 
time. When the time was up a man could 
get intoxicated again. 
Now we take pledges 
for all time. Every one is urged to take 
stand upon the question. 
If you cannot do 
active work, at least show which side you are 
on. 
Some women say they haven’t time to 
join temperance societies. 
You wouldn’t say 
you hadn’t time to join the church t ” 
THE POWER OF EXAMPLE. 
In illustrating the power of example, the 
ejieaker said: “ I live at a summer resort, 
find people who, no doubt, are good people 
whetrnt home, when they come to spend the 
summer they do not seem even to know the 
day of the week, for they go boatiDgon Sun 
day. 
Our people, members of churches 
who are in the business, say if they do not 
take them out on Sunday they will not pat 
ronize them on a week day. 
It will injure 
their business. 
See what example does ?” 
“ INCONSISTENCY OF MEN.” 
The inconsistency of men was referred to 
in these words: “ Men are all right when they 
are in our circle, but when they join others 
they deem a non-committal policy best. 
If 
politicians, temperance may not be quite 
popular enough to elect them. 
If they are 
m e rc h a n ts, tbev want to retain the custom of 
those opposed to temperance. Some men re 
mind me of Paddy’s Ilea,’ you never know 
where to find them.” 
THE QUESTION OF MONEY. 
The money phase of the question was next 
alluded to: “ One strong reason why the tern 
iterance question is beginning to awaken pub 
lie sentiment is the burning money question 
There is nothing that will stir people so much 
as to think they are losing money. 
We arc 
losiug $900,000,000 
annually spent 
for 
drink 
in 
this 
country. 
l)o vou 
know 
how much 
that 
is ? Try to 
count 
it in dollar bills and 
it will take 
you 180 years, working eight hours a day to 
count this money wasted in drink. 
It would 
support families enough to innke 2,000 cities 
as large as Chicago. 
People talk In favor 
of the revenue raised from drink. 
You get 
5100,000,000 in revenue, but $900,000,000 are 
expended and that does not cover the ex 
pense of jails, alms-houses, nor does it count 
the misery, loss of character ami ruin to busi 
ness.” 
“ THE WHITE RIBBON.” 
In closing her address the speaker made 
Bpeeial plea to young ladies to join the wo 
men’s temperance movement, the speake 
saying: “ Wear the white ribbon, and wear 
it always: 
It has a powerful influence. 
Re 
fase to marry a man who tipples. 
There are 
92,000 women wearing the white ribbon who 
are going to have temperance husbands. 
There is a power in the white ribbon move­ 
ment.”

THE WORK OF THE ALLIANCE. 
The Rev. (). Haviland opened the meeting 
with prayer. The President of the Alliance, 
the Iíev. A. K. Fuller, briefly stated the ob 
ject of the meeting. 
In part he said: “ As 
an Alliance we have been practically at work 
five 
months 
and 
made 
five 
more 
or 
less 
thorough 
visitations. 
There 
are 
five 
districts 
that 
have 
not 
been canvassed,which means that about 1,1)00 
families have not been visited. 
The result of 
the five visitations made lias been satisfactory. 
Some of the Supervisors have done their 
work well. 
Among the results attained is 
that the attention of Pastors has been called 
to 90 families, and 30 families who have re­ 
cently moved here have been railed on. 
In 
addition to this. 30 children have been gath 
ered into the Sunday School, 28 of whom are 
reported as regularly 
attending 
church. 
Twenty-two of these have followed a Chris­ 
tian life since the first visitation. 
In addition 
to these results we must look forward to 
grander results still. 
The work lias been of 
incalculable good to the inemliers of my 
church. 
I know the prayer meetings have 
been more largely attended. 
It has been 
proven that the Alliance is a practical method 
of doing a practical work, a work that 
could not have been clone bad the churches 
worked separately. 
It has l>eeu demonstrated 
that there are enough Christian workers in 
this City to practically cover all workable 
territory, particularly in Rondout. 
I am not 
so well acquainted with Kingston, but have 
no hesitation in saying that the same can be 
done there. We must mnke use of the knowl­ 
edge we have acquired during the past five 
months. 
But it seems to me’tliat we could 
not do better than reduce the size of the ter­ 
ritory . 
Use what material we have at hand 
and cover the ground thoroughly, and as the 
people become intr rested in the work and the 
Alliance grows in strength, take up these out­ 
side fields and work them. 
We are here to 
devise some method to do this work. I favor 
letting each Supervisor divide his district 
into 
fields 
corresponding 
with 
the 
material he has at hand. 
It is better to 
cultivate a small territory and raise a large 
crop than scratch over a large territory and 
meet with indifferent success. There is do 
question that inside of five years we will be 
able to cover the whole City so that every 
Protestant family will be under wholesome 
Christian influence ” 


INTERCHANGING IDEAS. 
An interchange of ideas followed. 
The 
Rev. T. Lamont said that he did not relish 
the Idea of abandoning any part of the field, 
and asked if it were not possible to obtain 
the requisite number of Overseers to cover 
the whole City. 
He said he was a thorough 
believer in the work of the Alliance. 
The 
Rev. W- A. Shaw took a hopeful view of the 
situation, saying that from the encouraging re­ 
port thAt he had heard read the week previ­ 
ous, 
the outlook for the Alliance was a 
bright one. 
Ho had Dot thought of the plan 
of condensing the field. 
He did not believe 
in,the assumption that because many Super­ 
visors were absent at a former meeting that 
the Alfiuuce was going back, and said that it 
would not he ’w elljust now to discard the 
Supervisors who had not evinced an interest 


st present, let the Supervisors keep their eyes 
over the ficKi and do what they could. 11 is 
Church had furnished two Supervisors, and 
he believed it eoukl easily furnish two more.

MR. FULLER’S INTENTIONS. 
The Rev. A. K. Fuller replied that it was 
not his intention to practically abandon any 
part of the City. The Rev. O. Haviland said 
that to visit every family in a district looked 
to him to be entirely useless. The non church 
goers are the ones the Alliance should utilize 
its torces 
on and 
seek out. 
It is an 
expenditure of force to visit Christian fami 
lies. 
He asked that a feasible plan lie de­ 
vised to reach non-church-goers, and favored 
a redistricting of the City. 
SECRETARY SMITH’S STAND. 
Secretary Smith said he did not believe in 
yielding a foot of ground. 
“ Hold ou per­ 
sistently to what lias been done, and go 
ahead and do more,” was his motto. 
THE REV. DR. MAGEE’S VIEWS. 
The Rev. Dr. Magee said he was in accord 
with Mr, Lamont's plan. 
In part Dr. Magee 
said: “ I scarcely feel as if I had a right to 
Bpeak on account of non-attendance at pre 
vious meetings. It was not alack of willing 
ness 
on 
my 
part. 
Poor 
health 
and 
other 
engagements 
prevented 
me 
from 
being 
with 
you. 
I 
have 
sincere interest in the welfare of the Alliance. 
It would indeed be unfortunate to give up any 
part of the work. 
Find Supervisors and send 
them into the field. 
Keep the districts 
as they are, and the organization as it 
Three of my Supervisors are not present at 
this meeting, but I appear for them with good 
and valid excuses. 
One is at the bedside of 
his wife, who is very ill. 
Another is ill him 
self, and the third is about lialf well and lives 
a long distance awav. 
The work of the Alii 
ance cannot be fruitless. 
It must result in 
good if all the Protestant churches combine 
and go into the field.” 
A SUPERVISOR’S OPIMON8. 
Professor Chcrney said that, in speaking 
from a standpoint of a Supervisor, he did 
not wish it understood that because be was 
absent from meetings that it was on account 
of lack of zeal in the work of the Alliance 
Mouday night was an inconvenient one for 
him on account of other engagements. 
He 
said that he had heard some of the Supervis 
ors were doing their work well, others indif 
ferently and still others were doing no work 
at all. 
He believed in retaining the whole 
field if possible, even if the districts bad to 
lie enlarged. 
He was willing to have his 
field enlarged. 
The statistics of the work al­ 
ready done by the Alliance are not large,but 
are very encouraging. 
The Alliance had 
done extremely well. 
He was adverse to the 
idea of Kingston cutting aloof from Ron 
dout. 
It would have a bad effect. 
Keep 
in line and in harmony. 
Later on Mr 
Cheney said that if it was*not possible to get 
sufficient number of Supervisors to cover the 
entire City, then lie favored the Chairman’! 
views. 


OTHER SUPERVISORS BPEAK. 
A. E. Benson urged that the Alliance fight 
it out on the line it had adopted from the 
start. He was unwilling to believe that there 
was not enough material in the church to ac 
complish the work. Wesley D. Hale endorsed 
Mr. Benson’s remarks. 


RESOLUTIONS PA8SED. 
After some discussion the matter ended by 
the Rev. W. A. Shaw offering the following 
resolutions, which were adopted: 


Resolved, That It is the sense of this Alliance that 
its work shall be prosecuted in details of organiza 
tion on the present lines.

Committee to report inform ation respecting the 
difficulties of their work a t an ensuing meeting.

The contractor bas re­ 
ceived $14,944 more than lie is entitled to till 
the work is finished. 
The committee finds, 
after m aking a liberal allowance for all risks, 
contingencies and profits that the actual value 
of the work is $185,000. 
T his leaves a clear 
profit to the contractor and his confederates 
of $105,150. 
Every dollar of this sum is a 
steal from the slate. 
W e are glad to know

hope of compelling a surrender of some of 
the m oney,and there are also reports of an in.

E x-C ivil Service Commissioner Edgerton, 
w ho w as removed from office by Mr. Cleve­ 
land a few day* ago to m ake room for Hugh 
8. Thom pson of Georgia, w ho is not going lo 
be confirmed by the Senate, has written an 
open letter to the President In criticism of 
his ad ion . 
This letter was promised imme 
diately after the removal, and lias been looked 
for witii ti good deal of interest. 
Mr. Edger 
ton talks to his late chief in a manner Hint 
would be thought saucy and impudent to the 
point of danger if said chief were in a posh 
Hon to inflirt further punishm ent. 
It Is lie 
cause C leveland has got to go, quite as much 
as because Edgerton has already gone, that 
the latter sounds the war w hoop of defiance. 
Edgerton begins by com plaining ot the 
manner of hi* removal, which was made 
without a word of disapproval of his course 
until the day before it took place. 
Ile 
thinks that if he is unfit 
for the office the 
President should have known it long ago. 
He hints that there were political reasons for 
deferring the action til) after the election; 
the President was w illing to play false with 
the M ugwum ps in order to win with the 
Democrats. 
But after defeat the President 
aspired again lo become the candidate of the 
M ugwum ps, and finding a man on his hands 
who was objectionable to their civil service 
reform theories, lie rem oved him aud substi­ 
tuted Mr. Thom|>son localise he believed the 
latter to lie a good enough M ugwum p for the 
occasion. 
Mr. Edgerton then proceeds to an 
analysis o f Mr. Cleveland’s character. 
He 
describe* him as a very positive man—always 
positively right or positively wrong, urn! 
therefore an unsafe man to trust. 
He had 
kept aotnc men ot like character around bim 
who were positive only in their inulice and 
conceit. 
“ They flatter you , and have the 
conceit that would m agnify them selves and 
the m alignity that would detract from oth 
cr*.'’ 
In this description Mr. Edgerton refers 
to the M u gw u m p . 
The likeness is rvtmuk 
ably correct. 
Then Mr. Cleveland is tol 
that he was credulous to lielicve that he had 
been elected by the M ugwum ps, and hod 
therefore permitted them to malign his real 
friend* and to flatter him into a policy whie 
led to hi* defeat. 
He had never permitted his 
real friends to admonish him with freedom 
and confidence, and os a consequence bud 
suffered for the want of real friends until Ii

ered “ that there is no true *uece*s in life 
without the power and blessing of friend 
sbip,” 
T he sting o f the letter appears in the 
follow ing paragraph;

If you can flint os many reason* 
for rem oving me as the Dem ocratic party, through 
an indifference which wa.) sim ply retaliatory, had 
for rem oving you, I shall be quite willing to iciuain 
with you in the gloom of defeat!.

Mrs. F B. Douglass, the principal speaker, 
said in part : ’’Temperance people feel great­ 
ly encouraged with the progress that is being 
marie in this work.

I can remember when 
people stood neutral on the slavery question.

Later on, in speaking of the early temper­ 
ance movement, Mrs. Douglass said: "A t 
first the pledge only prohibited a person from 
using a taw intoxicant*, aud those for only a 
lime. 
When the time was up a man could 
get intoxicated again. 
Now we take pledges 
for all lime. 
Every one is urged to take a 
stand upon the question. 
If you cannot do 
active work, at least show w hich side you are 
on. 
Some women say they haven't lime to 
join temperance societies 
You wouldn’t say 
you hadn't time to join the church I ” 
TUB POWER OK EXAMPLE. 
In illustrating the flower of example, the 
Blanker said: "I live at a summer resort. 
I 
find people who, no doubt, are good people 
wheiput home, when they come to spend the 
summer they do not seem even to know the 
day of the week, for they go boutingon Run 
day. 
Our people, members of churches, 
who are in the business, say if they do not 
take them out on Sunday they* will not pat­ 
ronize them on a week day.

TUR WORK o r TUE ALLIANCE. 
The Rev. O. Haviland o|»ened the meeting 
witli prayer. 
The President of the Alliance, 
the Rev. A. K. Fuller, briefly stated the ob 
J eel of the meeting. 
In part he said; ’* As 
an Alliance we have been practically at work 
five months 
anil 
made 
five more 
or 
leas 
thorough 
visitations. There 
are 
five 
districts 
that 
have 
not 
been canvassed,which means that almut I,DOO 
families have not lieen visited. 
The result of 
the five visitations made ha* I tee ii satisfactory 
Some of Hie bujiervisors have done their 
work well. 
Among the results attained is 
that the attention of Pastors has ls*en called 
to 90 families, and 30 families who have re 
cently moved here have lieen called on. 
In 
addition to lids. 30 children have been ga th 
rred into Hie buuday Behoot, 28 of whom are 
reported aa regularly 
attending 
church 
Twenty-two of these have followed a Chris 
tian lire since the first visitation. 
Iii addition 
to these results we must look forward to 
grander results still. 
The work lins lieen of 
incalculable good to the members of my 
church. 
I know the prayer meetings have 
been more largely attended. 
It ha* been 
proven that the Alliance is a practical method 
of doing a practical work, a work that 
could not hnve been done bad the churches 
worked separately. 
It has (s en demonstrated 
that there are enough Christian workers in 
this City to practically cover all workable 
territory, (articularly in Roudout. 
I am not 
so well acquainted with Kingston, but have 
no Jbesiiatiou ta Having that the same can be 
done there. We must make use of the knowl­ 
edge we have acquired during the past five 
mouths. 
Hut it seem* to me’that we could 
not do better than re luce the size of the u t 
ritory . 
Use what material we have at band 
and cover the ground thoroughly, aud as the 
people become inu rested in the work and the 
Alliance grows in strength, take up these out 
aide fields and work them. 
We are here to 
devise some method to do this work. I favor 
letting each Bup-rviaor divide his district 
into 
fields 
corresponding 
with 
the 
material be has at Laud. 
It is better to 
cultivate a small territory aud raise a large 
crop than acratrh over a large territory and 
meet with indifferent success. 
There is do 
question that inside of five years we will he 
able to cover the whote City so that every 
Protestant family will be under wholesome 
Christian influence ” 


INTERCHANGING IDEAS. 
An interchange of ideas followed. 
The 
Rev. T. Lamont Mid that he did not relish 
the idea of abandoning any part of the field, 
and asked if it were not possible to obtain 
the requisite number of Overseers to cover 
the whole City. 
He said he was a thorough 
believer in the work of the Alliance. 
The 
Rev. W. A. Shaw took a hopeful view of the 
situation, saying that from the encouraging re­ 
port that he had heard read the week previ­ 
ous, 
the outlook for the Alliance was a 
bright on#. 
He had not thought of the plan 
of condensing the field. 
He did not believe 
la-tho assumption that because many guper- 
viaors were absent st a former meeting that 
tho Alibi nee was going back, and said that it 
would not be well just now to discard the 
Supervisors who had not evinced an interest 


in the work. 
Great caution should be used 
in the matter. 
He *Sivorcd a plan of the 
churches I* F^igsfon and Rondout working 
W’fflbAflf'.y,. and the two branches meeting to- 
fefcther alternately in the two places each 
month. 
The Rev. Dr. VnnSlyke said: "W e 
must recognize facts. 
While in sympathy 
with Brother Laraonl’s views there are a 
ct itnin numiKT of Pastors who don’t cure a 
tiuker’s malediction about the Alliance. 
A 
co-operation that is not hearty is no co-opera- 
tion whatever. 
An active, earnest, aggressive 
campaign is what is needed.” 
He favored 
Mr. Fuller’s plan, which in the end would 
accomplish what Brother Lamont desired. 
He had sent visitors outside of their fields in 
unexplored territory with good results. 
The 
Rev. J. L. Davis strongly urged the Rev. T. 
taniont’8 plan of retaining all the districts. 
He 
said 
it would 
be unfortunate 
to 
abandon any field, 
lf the work in the 
outlying territory ennnot be thoroughly done 
at present, let the ISupervisors keep their eyes 
over th* lichi and do what they could. ’His 
Church had furnished two Supervisors, and 
he believed it could easily furnish two more. 
Better to hold the whole field, even if some 
of the Supervisors had to double up. 
MR. FULLER’S INTENTIONS. 
The Rev. A. K. Fuller replied that it was 
not his intention to practically abandon any 
part of the City. The Rev. O. Haviland said 
that to visit every family in a district looked 
to him to be entirely useless. The non church 
(piers are the ones the Alliance should utilize 
its force* 
on and 
seek out. 
It is an 
expenditure of force to visit Christian fami­ 
lies. 
He asked that a feasible plan lie de 
vised to reach non church goers, aud favored 
a redistricting of the City. 
SECRETARY SM TTH’b STAND. 
Secretary Smith said he did not believe in 
yielding a foot of ground. 
" Hold ou per­ 
sistently to what has been done, aud go 
ahead and do more,” was his motto. 
THE REV. DR. MAGEE** VIEWS. 
The Rev. Dr. Magee said he was in accord 
with Mr. Lamont’* plan. 
In part Dr. Magee 
said; " I scarcely feel as if I had a right to 
speak on account of non attendance at pre­ 
vious meetings. 
It was not alack of willing­ 
ness 
on 
my 
part. 
Poor 
health 
and 
other 
engagements 
prevented 
me 
from 
tieing 
with 
you. 
I 
have 
a 
sincere interest in the welfare of the Alliance. 
It would indeed be unfortunate to give up any 
part of the work. 
Find Supervisors and send 
them into the field. 
Keep the districts 
as they are. aud the organization as it is. 
Three of my Supervisors arc not present at 
this meeting, but I appear for them with good 
and valid excuses. 
One is at the bedside of 
hi* wife, who is very ill. 
Another is ill him­ 
self. and the third is about half well and lives 
a long distance away. 
The work of the Alli­ 
ance cannot lie fruitless 
It must result in 
good if all the Protestant churches combine 
und go iuto the field.” 


a s u p e r v is o r's o p in io n s. 
Professor C heney said that, in speaking 
from a &tand|>oint of a Supervisor, he did 
not wish it understood that because he was 
olisent from meetings tiiat it was on account 
of lack of zeal in the woik of the A1 Hance 
Monday night was an inconvenient one for 
him on account of other engagements.
